THE REFORMED CHURCH.

Afternoon Mcanlnn of the Hynotl.
At flic hour appointed yesterday afternoon,

tho President called the Convention to order,
after which prayer was offered by Rev. Dr.
Phelps, President of Hope College, of Holland,
Michigan. The roll was then called, a largo
number of delegates answering to their names.
Tho hour of devotional exercises having arrived,
the members of the Synod united in singing the
100th Hymn, alter which the 4Sth Psalm was
rend.

The Synod was then addressed by Rev. Dr.
Fddy, followed with prayer by Rev. Dr. De
Witt. Addresses were also'made by Rev. John
M. K. Horner. Tho devotional exercises were
concluded with praverby Rev. Dr. Paul De Van
Clcve.

The business of the Synod was then com-
menced. Rev. William Gregg, from the Cam-
den Presbyterian Church, was introduced, and
addressed the Synod. At the conclusion of his
remarks, the President of the Synod welcomed
him to a seat among the members.

The report of the Superintendent of the Theo-
logical Seminary at New Brunswick was then
read, and referred to the Committee on the Pro-
fessorate. The report of ' the Hoard of Superin-
tendents of the Theological Seminary at Hope
College whs read, and referred to the same com-
mittee. Tho report of the. Board of Foreign
Missions was read by Rev. Dr. Ferris, Secretary,
and was referred to the Committee on Foreign
Missions.

The report of the treasurer was as follows:
Receipts, !j!M,iKK)-87- ; expenditures. 00.577. The
report stated that the Anioy Mission, in China,
has four missionaries and sixteen native helpers.
There are two churches, having
four hundred and nine members, whose benevo-
lent contributions amounted to 807 ;4. There
are also two native pastors.

Arcot Mission has 7 missionaries, about 00
native helpers, 3 native pators, and 5:i4 mem-
bers. The day school has '430 scholars. Boys'
seminary, 47 pupils: girls' seminary, 41 pupils.
The contributions amounted to 500! The Japan
Mission has 4 missionaries, who have been en-

gaged in teaching Government scholars. The
missionaries report 7 baptisms during the year.
The afternoon session was dosed with prayer.
In the evening the Synodical sermon was
preached by the Rev. Dr. Porter.

Madrid, June 2The Constituent Cortes, last
night, finally adopted the new constitution by a
rote of 214 to 65. After the Tote was declared,
Flgueran, amid enthusiasm, announced that the
Republicans, though opposed to the monarchical
cIhums of tho constitution, would support and fol-

low them. A motion made by the Republicans,
that the standing army be reduced from 8.1,000 td
215,000, was lout by a vote of 173 against 60. Admiral
Topcte informed the Cortes that COO political pri-

soners from Cuba, now at Fernando Po, would soon
be transported to the Canaries.

Pakir, June 2 General Hlx. the retiring Amer- -

can minister, at the bamiuet last night, regretted
that he was compelled to separate from his coun-

trymen in Paris, and referred to the many erron
eous impressions with respect to tho United States.
He said the true mission of that country was to
ubduo the wilderness and convert it to tho abode

of civilization. Ho traced the succession of events
leading the colonists from tho valleys of the At-

lantic- first to tho basin Of the Mississippi, and
thence to Colorado and California; still another
century would bo required to complete tho work.
Tho policy of America was not war, hut Improve
ment; not devastation, hut fraternity; not iiggres- -

ion, for the accession of territory was certain by
friendly arrangements and not by Injustice or vio-

lence.

The city Is tranquil, but disorder threatens to
break out at any moment. Tho volunteers are
greatly incensed at General Pelaze, who has disap- -

iearcd. A feeling of great anxiety prevails in tho
city. The Vascongade voluuteers arrived in port

London, June 2. The limes, reviewing the cor
respondence between tho Knglish and American
governments on the Alabama claims, &c., says:

Although wo wcro well aware of tho frankness
and desire for a good understanding, which clmrac- -

tcrized two successive British governments, we
knew not tho lengths to which conciliation was ac- -

ually carried, and how completely It was their
oun propositions and their own acts which the
Americans repudiated through their Semite When
we compare the spirit of America with tho conced- -
ng temper of Kughind, and consider that all that

was yielded was insufficient to prevent the rejec-
tion of the treaty, we despair of the success of any

cgotiation in which Kngliuid maintains a due re
gard for her own rights and honor."

London, June 2 In tho Houso of Commons,
last night, Mr. Seely urged that in future contracts
for carrying mails to the United States be made for
no longer time than three years, and that payments
for service be regulated by tho amount of mails
carried. He advocated ocean penny postage, and
hoped negotiations would be entered Into with the
United States for its establishment.

The Marquis of Huntington defended the late
mail contracts. Although he sympathized with
Mr. Scely's sentiments, he was opposed to his pro-
posals, which, If carried Into effect, would tend to
uncertainty in the service and to disinclination on
the part of the steamship companies to compete
with each other. He thought the present contracts
would be the last which would be made with a
fixed subsidy, but was altogether doubtful of the
success of any negotiations for tho establishment
of penny postage across the Atlantic. Tho theme
was then dropped.

Mr. Moore moved that a special committee be
appointed to inquire into the treatment of untried
Irish political prisoners.

Mr. Forteseue, Chief Secretary for Ireland, be
lieved t'je complaints made of the 111 treatment of
these prisoners were exaggerated, but ho the light
political prisoners awaiting trial should bo held
under the supervision of government officers, and
not kept in county jails.

After remarks from Mr. Gray and Maguire, con--
t'emnlng the present system of holding untried pri-
soners in confinement, the Houso divided on the
motion, and refuted to uppoint the committee
against 84.
